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1. The attached package represents the Directorate's 
prioritized FY 1982 Research, Development, and 
Engineering (RD§E) requirements. The process of ac- 
quiring and ranking DDA office RD&E requirements was 
accomplished by your recently formed R&D Panel. 


2. DDA RD§E requirements will be combined with 
those of the other directorates and prioritized by 
the DDS&T Planning and Resources Staff. Funding for 
these projects will ultimately be incorporated into 
the DDS&T 1982 Program request. Your R&D Panel will 
monitor the DDS&T ranking process and, to the extent 
possible, protect directorate equities. 
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3. The DDA R&D Panel was able to rank our RD&E 
requirements without problems for you to resolve. 
While there was consensus agreement within the Panel 
(OS, ODP, and OC representatives), the office direc- 
tors have not seen this ranking. You may want to 
discuss the ranking with them before submitting the 
package to DDS&T. Item 3B on the ranking list seems 
more like a market survey than an R&D project. Like- 
wise, item 3C seems more like a routine ODP applica- 
tion development task. This may simply be a function 
of the Panel's grouping of like items, but the Panel 
is confident it can sort this out in dealing with S&T. 


4. This package was due in DDS&T 1 August 1979. 


5. We recommend that you concur in the attached 
memorandum.

1. The attached prioritized list represents those pro- 
grams which are of direct interest to various offices within 
the Directorate of Administration. Individual programs are 
spelled out in general terms on separate sheets (also attached) 
in the form of problem statements. 


2. There are many cases where several programs seemed 
to have a common technology base. We have taken the liberty 
of tying these together in the ranking list with the intent 
that they be considered together in the first phase of R&D. 

At some point in time each program should be addressed 
separately, perhaps during the later development stages. We 
assume this question and others of a technical nature will 

be discussed at the working level prior to any final rankings. 


3. Questions concerning a specific program may be ad- 
dressed directly to the individual named on that particular 
problem statement. Questions concerning the overall program, 


timing, or scheduling should be addressed to members of the
